Atlanta University Assistant Professor, Jualynne Elizabeth Dodson (a BWOA 
member) will be the luncheon's special guest speaker. Ms. Dodson teaches at 


the University's School of Social Work (Human Behavior Sequence) and is currently 
working on her Doctorate in Sociology at the University of California at Berkeley. 
She has a wealth of experience in social work and research which has led her 

to several interesting conclusions. For example, she believes that Black women 
should take an active role in social movements which are attempting to transform 
the core of America. Although few Black women have emerged as leaders in Black 
liberation movements, she contends that "our history says that we have the 
equipment. But we have fallen prey to the sexism of American and stepped back and 
let men take leadership roles". 


Well, it appears that Ms. Dodson intends to personally demonstrate the 
leadership otential of Black women. Currently, she is Research Director for both 
the "School-Based Social Services for Adolescent Pregnant Family Constellation" 
Project and the "Multi-Cultural In-Service Education" program in Atlanta, Georgia. 
In addition, she is a member of the Board of Directors of the Institute of the 
Black World, and will have a chapter entitled "Theoritical Complexities of Black 
Women" published in the upcoming book by LaFrances Rogers-Rose. As if this were 
not enough, Ms. Dodson has also had several articles published and has lectured 
at conferences throughout the country. In fact, you can see her in action 
on May 4 at the morning workshop on Research and Publication at the Association 
of Black Social Workers Conference at the Hilton Hotel.

The April 1] agreement affecting hospi- 
talization and medical insurance for the 


first time provides more than nominal bene- 
fits for delivery; under the former policy, 


the company paid from $300-600 for average 
delivery depending on the employee's length 
of service, only a fraction of the actual 
expense delivery involves. 


The agreement arose from complaints by 
two female employees of Metropolitan Life 
charging the company with sex discrimina- 
tion in employment because it denied or 
limited maternity benefits to female employees 
while providing coverage to the wives of 
male employees. 


In December, 1976 the U.S.Supreme Court 
ruled against a pregnant, woman's right to 
equal treatment, but the New York State 
Court of Appeals ruled that such equal treat- 
ment was required in New York. 


Hopefully this agreement will encourage 
other employers to equalize their benefits 
plans voluntarily, before they too Find them- 
selves faced with law enforcement action.
